RESPONSE 



A restriction requirennent has been made under 35 USC §§121 and 372. 

Group I, claims 1-4, are drawn to a catalyst array. Group II, claims 5-13, are 
drawn to a process for preparing an array. Group III, claims 14-20, are drawn to a 
process for determining the activity, selectivity, and/or stability of a catalyst in the array. 

It is believed that the restriction requirement is improper and is hereby traversed. 

Section 206 of the Administrative Instructions under the PCT states that the 
requirements of Rule 13 "unity of invention" shall be determined in accordance with 
Annex B. Annex B, part II, example 1, states that a method of manufacturing a 
chemical substance and the substance itself share the special technical feature of the 
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substance. Thus, the restriction of Groups I and II is clearly improper. 

That same example also sets forth that the use of the substance also shares the 
special technical feature of the substance. In addition, however, determination of the 
properties of the substance could be considered, and probably should be considered, 
as a step in the manufacturing of the substance. Thus, in either event, the restriction 
between Group III and Group I is also clearly improper. 

For the purposes of advancing prosecution, applicants provisionally elect Group I 
with traverse as explained above. 

Favorable acceptance of this reply is respectfully requested.
